Vikettes are the nation’s best

Sometimes playing second fiddle is best 
when you call the final tune. 

Janet Fowler and the UVic Vikettes 
found that to be the case March 8 when 
they won their fifth CIAU women’s bas¬ 
ketball championship since 1979 in 
Quebec City. 

Second-ranked heading into the tour¬ 
nament, the Vikettes downed top-seeded 
Laurentian 54-52 behind a prime-time 
performance by Fowler, one of three 
National team players on UVic. 

Overshadowed this season by Vikette 
forward Lori Clarke, (deservedly named 
Canada’s outstanding player March 5) 
Fowler dominated the CIAU tourna¬ 
ment when opponents concentrated on 
shutting down her higher profile team¬ 
mate. 


Named the tournament’s MVP, 
Fowler scored 62 points and grabbed 26 
rebounds over the weekend, and was the 
hero of the championship final. 

UVic trailed Laurentian 52-48 with 
1:36 left when Clarke fouled out in her 
final college game, and the Vikette’s 
chances looked bleak. 

At this point Fowler showed why she 
is an all-Canadian, scoring five straight 
points and drawing a key charging foul 
to steal the win for UVic. The Vikettes 
had trailed the entire second half. 

“We kept thinking: ‘Win it for Lori’,” 
said Fowler of the game’s frantic final 
minute. Fowler was also selected a tour¬ 
nament all-star along with teammate 
Karla Karch. 


Law Library to be named 
after Diana Priestly 

UVic will recognize the remarkable achievements of Prof. Diana Priestly 
by naming the Law Library in the Begbie Building in her honor, upon her 
retirement June 30 of this year. 

The decision to honor Prof. Priestly in this way has been approved by 
the Board of Governors, acting upon a recommendation from President 
Dr. Howard Petch. The recommendation emanated from the UVic Law 
Faculty with the full support of its past and present deans. 

Prof. Priestly was appointed Law Professor and Law Librarian at 
UVic in 1974, less than a year before the first class entered the then new 
Faculty. 

She faced the immediate, daunting task of assembling a very basic 
collection of law books which were necessary to begin classes in the new 
Faculty. She also undertook the much larger challenge of collecting and 
cataloguing a law library which would be sufficient to attract first class 
legal scholars and students to UVic. 

“There were considerable challenges bearing in mind that many of the 
necessary legal monographs and series of legal reports and periodicals 
had been out of print for decades and in some cases for centuries,” said 
Petch in his presentation to the Board. 

“By virtue of her knowledge of law libraries and her contacts through¬ 
out the common law world, she was able to acquire a collection which 
now consists of over 140,000 volumes. 

“The breadth and depth of the collection has been the subject of many 
tributes by distinguished academics and jurists who have visited the 
Faculty of Law during the past decade.” 

Prof. Priestly has attained recognition at both the national and inter¬ 
national level for her contributions to library science in the field of law, 
and she is fondly regarded by the students and alumni of the UVic Law 
Faculty. 

“Her presence and reputation as a Law Librarian and the rapid devel¬ 
opment of the Law Library under her direction assisted considerably 
with the recruitment of Faculty members who were confident that they 
would be able to pursue their research and teaching interests in a law 
library presided over by Professor Priestly,” added Petch.

It would cost approximately $250,000 to refin¬ 
ish all the doors on the campus, and Jim Helme, 
Director of Buildings and Grounds, thinks this 
is an expense that should be avoided. “It is my 
impression that there has been a marked 
increase in the number of notices being taped 
to windows, doors, painted surfaces, 
columns, lamp standards, etc., in and around 
many of the buildings on the campus,” Helme 
wrote in a recent memo circulated on campus. 
He asks that people limit the display of these 
materials to notice boards, and to let him know 
if there are areas where additional notice 
boards might be useful. 

Dr. Harvey Miller (Theatre) likes to keep in 
touch with his profession, while he teaches 
classes in directing and theatre history to UVic 
students.

Game farming ‘'euphemism 

The Editor, 

B.C.’s latest depravity is known under the 
euphemism “Game Farming”. As advocated by 
a provincial marketing specialist during a 
recent UVic research colloquium, the proposed 
game farms would raise deer, elk and other 
formerly wild creatures in small pastures with 
high fences and eventually slaughter them for 
sale. 

The concept of game farming, shorn of all its 
attendant horrors, was championed in aTimes- 
Colonist editorial as a potential commercial 
success. That editorial proposed that marketa¬ 
bility should be our only consideration. In other 
words, game farming would be justified if entre¬ 
preneurs could create sufficient demand for 
deer and elk flesh among self-indulgent consu¬ 
mers, and capitalize on the Chernobyl disaster 
by selling non-radioactive deer horn abroad. 

Whether game farming is permitted in B.C. 
depends largely on public opinion, however, 
and especially on us. University people are well 
qualified to inquire into, reflect upon, and com¬ 
municate about critical concerns of our present 
and future society. If we choose to do so, we 
can set the agenda and make substantial con¬ 
tributions towards implementing and preserv¬ 
ing values we prize—like the irreplaceable 
magnificence of Lyell Island, whose fate will be 
decided with or without our participation in a 
matter of weeks. 

Our reluctance to participate has a predicta¬ 
ble outcome. The word is out that B.C. is for 
sale, and our silence makes life easy for the 
aucitioneer.

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Dr. Ian MacPherson, Chairman of 
UVic's Department of History, recently 
received a grant to help finance the writ¬ 
ing of a single volume history of the 
rural Prairie West from the middle of the 
19th century to the present, along with 
Dr. John Thompson, Professor of His¬ 
tory of McGill. 

“This is social history—changes in 
population, technology, agricultural 
methods, family relationships,” says 
Dr. MacPherson. He has written exten¬ 
sively about Prairie farm organizations, 
most notably co-operatives and the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Agriculture, and 
has been gathering materials for this 
new book for over a decade. 

“We are synthesizing existing studies 
with unpublished research we have com¬ 
pleted in the past and with new research 
we have undertaken with the assistance 
of this grant,” MacPherson explains. 

“We hope our book will provide a 


Studying is no longer a solitary activity 
for many UVic students. As exams 
approach, groups of students are gather¬ 
ing together in rooms set aside for the 
specific purpose of encouraging group 
student study sessions. 

The study team concept, introduced on 
campus a few years ago by Counselling 
Services, has caught on with more and 
more students whose improving marks 
reflect the benefits of learning with 
others. 

Now, more than 40 study teams are 
operating together during lunch breaks 
and at other times of the day when team 
members can find times to converse, and 
quiz each other on their course contents. 

“Students talking together is an excel¬ 
lent way to learn” says Dr. Joe Parsons 
of Counselling Services, who initiated 
the study team concept three years ago, 
with specialist instructor Shirley 
Henderson. 

Learning takes place best when there 
is interaction, says Henderson. But, one 


framework for the study of Prairie agri¬ 
culture similar to those that have been 
produced for American rural historians. 
As yet, no similar synthesis has 
appeared in Canada. 

“Our book will explore the social his¬ 
tory of the rural Prairies; the social rela¬ 
tions of farm families; the institutions 
basic to rural communities; the patterns 
of cropping and animal husbandry; the 
variations caused by ethnicity, religion 
and culture; and the monumental 
changes wrought by technology. 

“In an international sense, we see our 
work addressing the issues raised gener¬ 
ally by the Annales school of historio¬ 
graphy in France and by social 
historians concerned with rural themes 
in the United States. Fm sure it will be 
the source of many M.A.'s and PhD's in 
the future.” The book will be ready for 
publication late in 1988. 


of the problems facing students who 
wanted to study together, before study 
teams began, was finding a place to talk. 
“There is very little place for that. There 
are many places in the library for study, 
but not for talking and study. I've seen 
students discussing their work in 
washrooms.” 

Students can now book rooms for 
study sessions through Counselling Ser¬ 
vices, once they receive approval from 
their department to form a study group. 
Several faculty members have also 
become involved by helping students 
formulate questions for review, and 
sometimes joining in the sessions. 

“Our grades have gone up. We've all 
reached A or A- level. Before we had B's 
and C's,” says Donna Ross, member of a 
nursing study group which has been 
meeting once a week since September. 

Students who want to find out more 
about study teams are welcome to visit 
the Counselling Drop-in Centre on the 
second floor of University Centre.

A reprint of the massive 33-volume Ger¬ 
man Dictionary originally compiled 
by Jakob Grimm is now in the posses¬ 
sion of the UVic Department of Ger¬ 
manic Studies, reports chairman Dr. 
Michael Hadley. 

This is a reprint of the edition which 
first came out in Leipzig in 1854. It has 
been given to the Department as a gift 
by the German Research Community in 
Bonn, and is valued at 4800 marks 
(about $2,500). 

Jakob Grimm, who lived from 1785 to 
1863, is perhaps best known popularly 
for his Folk and Fairy Tales. An avid 
collector, he marshalled extensive mate¬ 
rials on German literature, language 
and culture. 

But, Grimm is also regarded as the 
founder of Germanic philology, explains 
Hadley. With his brother Wilhelm, 
Grimm produced the German Gram¬ 
mar and German Mythology, and 
their last major work was the massive 
German Dictionary now in the posses¬ 
sion of the Deparmtent.

In this dictionary, they aimed at a 
complete collection of the New High Ger¬ 
man language, explained according to 
etymological and historical principles. 

“We are delighted that we were chosen 
for this really precious gift,” says 
Hadley. 

The volumes will enhance the basic 
dictionary collection in the Depart¬ 
ment's Reading Room, in the Clearihue 
Building. 

Ministers decide 
on forum 

A national forum on postsecondary edu¬ 
cation will be held in the fall of 1987, 
according to the Council of Ministers of 
Education, Canada. 

The forum will examine “the chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities facing Cana¬ 
da's universities and colleges in 
preparation for the 21st century”, says a 
CMEC statement, issued after education 
ministers met with Secretary of State 
David Crombie in Toronto last month. 

The provinces and territories will play 
a “leading role” in organizing the forum, 
CMEC adds. At the meeting, the minis¬ 
ters also agreed on the terms of reference 
for a federal-provincial consultative 
committee on student financial 
assistance. 

According to CMEC chairman and 
B.C. Education Minister Anthony 
Brummet, the provinces are interested 
in seeking new approaches to student 
aid.

Rolland 

• Anthropologist explores 
our origins 


Dr. Nicolas Rolland of UVic’s Anthro¬ 
pology Department recently received a 
SSHRC grant to help continue his explo¬ 
rations in Jugoslavia. A specialist in 
early man studies in the European/Me¬ 
diterranean context, he will be looking 
for early hominid sites in the middle 
Danube area of northern Jugoslavia, 
specifically for remains of settlements 
dating from approximately 40,000 years 
ago, during the period of transition from 
Neanderthal man to the first homo 
sapiens. 

Rolland, who completed his initial 
degrees at the University of Montreal 
and his Ph.D. at Cambridge, has done 
research in southern Europe, especially 
France and Greece. The research has 
focussed on stone age settlements and 
site utilization, attempting to recon¬ 
struct early life ways. 

“It all connects with the appearance of 
homo sapiens, the first modern 
humans,” Rolland states. “This is an 
area of great research interest now, 


based on a lot of new evidence generated 
through molecular genetics and the 
study of skeletal remains. It suggests 
that homo sapiens originated in sub- 
Saharan Africa and spread to Eurasia. 
The Balkan area (of which Jugoslavia is 
a part) is particularly interesting, with 
its rich cultural remains.” 

Another project Rolland will start 
work on soon reaches much further back 
into time—900,000 years back. “Syn¬ 
thesizing evidence of human appear¬ 
ance in Europe,” is how he descibes it. 
“Africa seems to be the cradle and there 
is evidence of Homo erectus arriving in 
Europe up to a million years ago.” 

Routes of migration appear to have 
run through the Middle East into Bal¬ 
kan Europe, and fragmentary new evi¬ 
dence suggest another route north—an 
Ice Age land strip across the Strait of 
Gibraltar connecting Africa and Spain. 
Rolland will be going on sabbatical next 
year to “check it out” in southern 
France. 


Astbury honored by province 


UVic physics professor Dr. Alan Ast¬ 
bury was honored March 12 for his con¬ 
tributions to science, by the British 
Columbia government. 

Astbury was honored along with 
Nobel Laureate Dr. John Polyani of the 
University of Toronto, who will receive 
an honorary degree from UVic May 29. 
The two scientists were recognized for 
their outstanding contributions to Cana¬ 
dian science at a dinner in Vancouver 
hosted by B.C."Premier Bill Van der 
Zalm and Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Grace McCarthy. 

A native of England, Astbury joined 
the UVic faculty in 1983, after playing a 
key role in the research project at CERN, 
Switzerland, that led to the discovery of 


two new subatomic particles. Astbury 
was deputy director of the project which 
involved 130 scientists from nine coun¬ 
tries. For this research the CERN pro¬ 
ject’s leaders Dr. Carlo Rubbia and 
Simon van der Meer were awarded the 
1984 Nobel Prize in physics. 

In 1986, Astbury was awarded the 
Rutherford Medal, a prestigious award 
presented every two years by Britain’s 
Institute of Physics to an outstanding 
scientist in the field of nuclear or particle 
physics. 

Astbury continues his research in par¬ 
ticle physics as a UVic member of TRI- 
UMF, Canada’s subatomic physics re¬ 
search facility in Vancouver.

Computer screen expands 



Moehr instructs with Data Show 


The Data Show is here, and could revolu¬ 
tionize university teaching, in the opin¬ 
ion of one professor familiar with its use. 

The Data Show is a liquid crystal dis¬ 
play palette that makes it possible for 
the image on a computer terminal to be 
projected onto a large classroom screen. 

“I have wanted something like this all 
my life,” states Dr. Jochen Moehr 
(Health Information Science). “It’s a 
spectacular innovation as a teaching 
tool. It can make the computer a teach¬ 
ing tool, in a way it couldn’t be before.” 

The Data Shows acquired by UVic are 
managed by Audio Visual & Television 
Services, which has one for general dis¬ 
tribution and two for annual rental. 

“If the demand increases, we’ll buy 
more and rent by the day or week, or on 
an annual basis,” says Manager of AV & 
TV Ron Harper. 

According to Moehr, who comes to 
UVic from the University of Heidelberg, 
the device which became available at the 
beginning of 1987 could be effectively 
used by professors of engineering, scien¬ 
ces, and those in the arts and humani¬ 
ties, as well as by Health Information 
Science. 

Before the Data Show was introduced 
to popular usage, it cost about $20,000 for 
somewhat clumsy devices to project 
images from the computer screen, says 
Moehr. Consequently, the usual scenario 


was for five or six people to crowd around 
the computer screen to try to view the 
small image. 

But with the Data Show, classes of up 
to 70 people or more can remain in their 
seats and view data, print material, 
graphs, diagrams, demonstrations of 
behavior of mathematical functions or 
other materials which have been pre¬ 
pared for the computer screen by their 
professors. 

Moehr used the device last month dur¬ 
ing lectures he gave on “Computers in 
Nursing” delivered in the context of a 
fourth year lecture on professional 
issues in nursing. Comments he received 
following the presentation were over¬ 
whelmingly favorable. “Use of the com¬ 
puter in teaching demonstrated the 
information much better than could 
have been accomplished through a 
straight lecture format,” wrote one stu¬ 
dent. “The computer use was great ... 
Really liked the new approach... Stimu¬ 
lated my interest to learn more about 
computers,” were among other favor¬ 
able remarks. 

Professors planning to use colors 
should consult with the user’s guide, 
since the Data Show reproduces some 
but not all colors, notes Harper. The 
device sits on top of the overhead projec¬ 
tor and connects to any IBM computer 
with an RGB card, he explains.
